Pursuant to S.C. Code Ann. Section 58-27-820 and Section 58-27-870 (1976, as

amended) and 26 S.C. Code Ann. Regs. 103-823 (State Register Volume 31, Issue 4,

effective April 27, 2007) of the Rules of Practice and Procedure of the Public Service

Commission of South Carolina ("Commission" ), South Carolina Electric & Gas

Company ("SCE&G" or "Company" ) hereby notifies the Conmzission of proposed

changes in its rates, charges, and tariffs filed for electric service and respectfully requests

that the proposed rates, charges, and tariffs filed with this Application be approved by the

Conunission. The Company proposes that rates and charges reflecting the requested

increases be effective for retail electric service rendered on and after January 1, 2008. In

suppoit of the proposed adjustments and increases, SCE&G would respectfully show

unto the Cormrtission the following:

' This rule entitled "Applications" was previously denominated as 26 S.C. Code Ann. Regs. 103-834 and was

recently amended, renumbered and published in the State Register Volume 31, Issue 4, effective April 27, 2007.
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1. The Connmission was notified on May 15, 2007, of the Company's intent to

file this Application pursuant to the provisions of S.C. Code Ann. Section 58-27-860

(Supp. 2006).

2. The correct legal name for the Company is South Carolina Electric k Gas

Company. It is a South Carolina corporation operating as an electric utility in 24

counties in the central and southern areas of South Carolina where it is engaged in the

generation, transmission, distribution and sale of electricity to the public for

compensation. As such, it is subject to the jurisdiction of the Concussion for approval of

its rates, charges, tariffs and terms and conditions of service as generally provided in S.C.

Code Ann. Sections 58-27-10 et seq. (1976 A Supp. 2006).

All pleadings, correspondence and communications relating to this Application

should be addressed to the Company's authorized representatives as stated hereinabove.

4. The current rates now in effect, exclusive of changes in the fuel component,

were approved by the Commission in Order No. 2005-2, dated January 6, 2005, issued in

Docket No. 2004-178-E.

5, The appropriate test year for purposes of this Application is the twelve-

rnonth period ending March 31, 2007.

Since the issuance of Order No. 2005-2, SCEKG has continued to make

significant investments in its infrastructure to meet growth in its service tetTitoiy, to

maintain and improve the reliability of its system, and to meet increasingly stringent

environmental controls on air emissions. At the same time, SCEXG has experienced

significantly increased costs in continuing to provide safe and reliable service to its

customers. Despite the Company's efficient operations and constant efforts to lower and

control costs, the current rates and charges are not sufficient to allow the Company a

reasonable opportunity to earn an adequate rate of return on its investment. In sum, the

capital additions to its investment and the increasing costs of providing service

necessitate an increase in the Company's rates and charges.
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7. In Order No. 2005-2, the Conmnission found that 8.64% was a fair and

reasonable return on the Company's electric retail rate base. For the adjusted test year

ended March 31, 2007, the Company earned a 7.33% return on its retail electric

operations. Currently, the Company's earnings on its investment are non-compensatory

and unreasonably low and will continue to decline without the increased revenue

produced by the proposed rates and charges attached hereto as Exhibit B.

8. The retail electric return on common equity for the adjusted test year ended

March 31, 2007, was 8.27% as opposed to the 10.7% return on common equity which the

Commission approved in Docket No. 2004-178-E. The current return is unreasonably

low and the previously allowed return on equity of 10.7% is now inadequate. At the

existing rates and charges, the Company's earned return on equity will futther deteriorate

and adversely impact the Company's ability to raise needed capital at reasonable rates

and on reasonable terms.

9. The Company requests that proposed rates and charges representing an

increase in revenues of approximately 6.75% be effective on January 1, 2008. The

proposed rates and charges would permit the Company the oppo&tunity to earn a return

on corm~on equity of 11.75%. The additional revenues are necessary to permit the

Company to meet its reasonable operating expenses, to provide a reasonable opportunity

to earn a fair rate of return, and to continue to attract capital on reasonable terms. Said

rates and charges are needed to preserve the financial integrity of the Company, promote
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continued investment in and maintenance of its facilities, and thereby permit SCEkG to

continue providing reliable, high quality, and safe electric services.

10. SCEAG proposes that all accounting and pro forma adjustments set forth in

the exhibits attached hereto and incorporated herein by this reference be adopted in this

proceeding for rate making and reporting purposes.

11. SCE8eG applies for an extension until December 31, 2015, of the period

over which it would be able to apply the accelerated capital recovery mechanism to its

Cope Generating Station that was approved by the Con&Tussion in Docket No. 1999-389-

E, Order No. 1999-655. This mechanism allows the Company to book accelerated

depreciation to Cope Generating Station in cases when the Company determines that

revenue and expense levels warrant. The mechanism would have expired on December

31, 2002 had it not been extended by the Conumission in Order 2003-38 until December

31, 2005. This mechanism was extended in Order No. 2005-2 in Docket No. 2004-178-E

until December 31, 2010, and the Company herein requests that this mechanism be

further extended until December 31, 2015 under the terms and conditions established in

Order No. 1999-655.

12. SCEKG further requests that all changes and increases in rates, charges and

tariffs set forth in the exhibits attached hereto and incorporated herein by this reference

be approved in this proceeding. In general, the proposed revenue increase is to be

distributed among and recovered from the various classes of customers by increasing the

rates and charges as follows: the residential class by an average of 7.49%; the small
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general service class by an average of 5.83%; the medium general service class by an

average of 6.87%; the large general service class by an average of 5.96%; and the

lighting class by an average of 8.17%.

13. The exhibits attached to and incorporated in this Application are as follows:

a. Exhibit A. The schedules of the Company's electric rates and charges in

effect and filed with the Cormriission at the time of filing this Application,

and the currently approved General Terms and Conditions for the

Company's electric operations.

b. Exhibit B. The schedules of electric rates and charges the Company

proposes to put into effect for service rendered on and after January 1,

2008.

c. Exhibits Cl and C2. The proposed General Terms and Conditions for the

Company's electric operations. Exhibit Cl is a "red-lined" version of

SCEKG's currently approved General Terms and Conditions which shows

additions and deletions proposed by the Company. Exhibit C2 is a copy of

the proposed General Terms and Conditions.

d. Exhibit D. The financial data for the 12-month period ended March 31,

2007, filed in compliance with 26 S.C. Code Ann. Regs. 103-823 (State

Register Volume 31, Issue 4, effective April 27, 2007).
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WHEREFORE, South Carolina Electric k, Gas Company prays that the

Conunission (1) approve as just and reasonable the revised rate schedules and the rates

and charges included therein for retail electric service to be rendered on and after January

1, 2008; (2) approve any contract revisions that are appropriate and reasonable or

otherwise result from the increase in rates and charges to be approved herein; (3) approve

the proposed General Terms and Conditions attached hereto; and (4) grant SCEAG such

further, different or other relief as may be just and reasonable.

All equipment supplied by the Company shall remain its exclusive property and Company shall have the
right to remove the same from the premises of Customer at any time after termination of service for any
cause.

Should Customer elect, for any reason, to request relocation of Company's facilities or take any action,
which requires such relocation, customer may be required to reimburse the Company for all costs as a
result of such relocation. Company may relocate existing service and facilities, at Company's expense,
when necessary for system design or operation and maintenance requirements.

The Customer shall be responsible for the protection and safekeeping of the equipment and facilities of

the Company while on the Customer's premises and shall not permit access thereto except by duly
authorized representatives of the Company. Customer assumes responsibility and liability for damages
and injuries caused by failure or malfunctions of Customer's equipment.
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Where a separate transformer or other additional electrical utility standard equipment or capacity is to be
used to eliminate fluctuations or other effects detrimental to the quality of service to other Customers due
to welding or X-ray equipment, etc, , the Company may make a reasonable charge for the transformer
equipment and line capacity required. In lieu of the above, the Company may require the Customer to
either discontinue the operation of the equipment causing the disturbance or install the necessary motor
generator set or other apparatus to eliminate the disturbance detrimental to the service of other
Customers.

F. Safe Access to Customer's Premises
The duly authorized representatives of the Company shall be permitted at any and all reasonable times to
inspect, operate and maintain the Company's and the Customer's facilities and equipment for any and all

purposes connected with the delivery of service, the determination of connected load or other data to be
used for billing purposes, the determination of Customer load requirements or the exercise of any and all

rights under the agreement.

G. Company's Installation and Service
Where the Customer's requested service to be supplied by the Company does not produce revenue
sufficient to support the expenditure required, the Company will determine in each case the amount of
payment and form thereof that shall be required of the Customer.

Electricity supplied by the Company shall not be electrically connected with any other source of electricity
without reasonable written notice to the Company and agreement by the parties of such measures or
conditions, if any, as may be required for reliability of both systems.

Service supplied by the Company shall not be resold or assigned by the Company to others on a metered
or unmetered basis; nor shall the Customer's wiring be connected to adjacent or other premises not
owned or operated by the Customer without specifir. written approval of the Company and of the
Commission.

The Company's service facilities will be installed above ground on poles or fixtures; however, underground
facilities will be provided when requested in accordance with the Company's appropriate underground
service publications.

In Areas of Overhead Distribution: The Company will install and maintain an overhead service drop
for loads up to 500 KVA from its overhead distribution system to the Customer's service connection
provided the transformer can be placed in the proximity of the service point. For residential Customers, if
specifically requested by the Customer, the Company will install and maintain a single phase underground
service to any residence (terrain permitting) provided the Customer pays in advance the difference in cost
between a new overhead service and the new underground service of equal current carrying capacity.

In Areas of Underground Distribution" . The Company will install and maintain the necessary
underground facilities to provide a point of service at the Customer's property line or at another location
designated by the Company. For residential Customers, the Company will install and maintain a single-
phase service to the service point as designated by Company, up to a maximum length of 125 feet. If the
requested residential service to Company's designated service point exceeds 125 feet in length, the
Customer will pay in advance the total additional cost for that portion in excess of 125 feet in length, For
underground service other than residential, the Customer shall furnish, install and maintain necessary
service conductors and conduit from their service equipment to the Company's designated point of service
regardless of meter location.
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E. Special Equipment

Where a separate transformer or other additional electrical utility standard equipment or capacity is to be
used to eliminate fluctuations or other effects detrimental to the quality of service to other Customers due

to welding or X-ray equipment, etc., the Company may make a reasonable charge for the transformer
equipment and line capacity required. In lieu of the above, the Company may require the Customer to
either discontinue the operation of the equipment causing the disturbance or install the necessary motor
generator set or other apparatus to eliminate the disturbance detrimental to the service of other
Customers.

F. Safe Access to Customer's Premises

The duly authorized representatives of the Company shall be permitted at any and all reasonable times to

inspect, operate and maintain the Company's and the Customer's facilities and equipment for any and all
purposes connected with the delivery of service, the determination of connected load or other data to be

used for billing purposes, the determination of Customer load requirements or the exercise of any and all
rights under the agreement.

G. Company's Installation and Service

Where the Customer's requested service to be supplied by the Company does not produce revenue
sufficient to support the expenditure required, the Company will determine in each case the amount of
payment and form thereof that shall be required of the Customer.

Electricity supplied by the Company shall not be electrically connected with any other source of electricity
without reasonable written notice to the Company and agreement by the parties of such measures or
conditions, if any, as may be required for reliability of both systems.

Service supplied by the Company shall not be resold or assigned by the Company to others on a metered
or unmetered basis; nor shall the Customer's wiring be connected to adjacent or other premises not
owned or operated by the Customer without specific written approval of the Company and of the
Commission.

The Company's service facilities will be installed above ground on poles or fixtures; however, underground
facilities will be provided when requested in accordance with the Company's appropriate underground
service publications.

In Areas of Overhead Distribution: The Company will install and maintain an overhead service drop
for loads up to 500 I(VA from its overhead distribution system to the Customer's service connection

provided the transformer can be placed in the proximity of the service point. For residential Customers, if
specifically requested by the Customer, the Company will install and maintain a single phase underground
service to any residence (terrain permitting) provided the Customer pays in advance the difference in cost

between a new overhead service and the new underground service of equal current carrying capacity.

In Areas of Underground Distribution: The Company will install and maintain the necessary
underground facilities to provide a point of service at the Customer's property line or at another location

designated by the Company. For residential Customers, the Company will install and maintain a single-
phase service to the service point as designated by Company, up to a maximum length of 125 feet. If the

requested residential service to Company's designated service point exceeds 125 feet in length, the
Customer will pay in advance the total additional cost for that portion in excess of 125 feet in length. For
underground service other than residential, the Customer shall furnish, install and maintain necessary
service conductors and conduit from their service equipment to the Company's designated point of service
regardless of meter location.
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H. Term of Contract
The Term of Contract for service shall be for a term of one year with automatic renewal except as
otherwise provided in the applicable Rate Schedule. Where a large or special investment in service
facilities is necessary, or other special conditions exist, contracts may be written for (1) a longer term
than specified in the Rate Schedule, or (2) a special guarantee of revenue, or (3) a facility charge, or (0)
all of these conditions as may be required to safeguard the Company's investment.

I.Continuance of Service and Liability Therefore
The Company does not guarantee continuous service. Company shall use reasonable diligence at all times
to provide uninterrupted service but shall not be liable for any loss, cost damage or expense to any
Customer occasioned by any failure to supply electricity according to the terms of the contract or by any
interruption or reversal of the supply of electricity, if such failure, interruption or reversal is due to storm,
lightning, fire, flood, drought, , strike, or any cause beyond the control of the Company, or any cause
except willful default or neglect on its part.

The Company reserves the right to curtail or temporarily interrupt Customer's service when it shall
become necessary in order that repairs, replacement or changes may be made in the Company's facilities
and equipment, either on or off Customer's premises.

The Company may impose reasonable restrictions on the use of service during peak periods of excessive
demand or other difficulty, which jeopardizes the supply of service to any group of Customers.

The Company may waive any minimum charge or guarantee payments for service upon written notice
from and request of Customer during such time as the Customer's plant may be completely closed down
as a result of strike, lockout, government order, fire, flood, or other acts of God: provided however, that
Customer specifically agrees that the term of the service contract shall be extended for a period equal to
the period of enforced shutdown. (See Section VII, Force Majeure).

3. Denial or Discontinuance of Service
The Company may refuse or discontinue service and remove the property of the Company without liability
to the Customer, or tenants or occupants of the premises served, for any loss, cost, damage or expense
occasioned by such refusal, discontinuance or removal, including but not limited to, any of the following
reasons:

1. In the event of a condition determined by the Company to be hazardous or dangerous.

2, In the event Customer's equipment is used in such a manner as to adversely Affect the Company's service
to others.

3. In the event of unauthorized or fraudulent use of Company's service.

Unauthorized adjustments or tampering with Company's equipment.

5. Customer's failure to fulfill his contractual obligations.

6. For failure of the Customer to permit the Company reasonable access to its equipment.

7, For nonpayment of bill for service rendered provided that the Company has made reasonable efforts to
effect collection.

8. For failure of the Customer to provide the Company with a deposit.

9. For failure of the Customer to furnish permits, certificates, and rights-of-way, as necessary in obtaining
service, or in the event such permissions are withdrawn or terminated,
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H, Term of Contract

The Term of Contract for service shall be for a term of one year with automatic renewal except as
otherwise provided in the applicable Rate Schedule. Where a large or special investment in service

facilities is necessary, or other special conditions exist, contracts may be written for (1) a longer term
than specified in the Rate Schedule, or (2) a special guarantee of revenue, or (3) a facility charge, or (4)
all of these conditions as may be required to safeguard the Company's investment.

I. Continuance of Service and Liability Therefore

The Company does not guarantee continuous service. Company shall use reasonable diligence at all times
to provide uninterrupted service but shall not be liable for any loss, cost damage or expense to any

Customer occasioned by any failure to supply electricity according to the terms of the contract or by any
interruption or reversal of the supply of electricity, if such failure, interruption or reversal is due to storm,
lightning, fire, flood, drought, strike, or any cause beyond the control of the Company, or any cause
except willful default or neglect on its part.

The Company reserves the right to curtail or temporarily interrupt Customer's service when it shall

become necessary in order that repairs, replacement or changes may be made in the Company's facilities
and equipment, either on or off Customer's premises.

The Company may impose reasonable restrictions on the use of service during peak periods of excessive
demand or other difficulty, which jeopardizes the supply of service to any group of Customers.

The Company may waive any minimum charge or guarantee payments for service upon written notice

from and request of Customer during such time as the Customer's plant may be completely closed down
as a result of strike, lockout, government order, fire, flood, or other acts of God: provided however, that
Customer specifically agrees that the term of the service contract shall be extended for a period equal to
the period of enforced shutdown.

4. Unauthorized adjustments or tampering with Company's equipment.

5. Customer's failure to fulfill his contractual obligations.

6. For failure of the Customer to permit the Company reasonable access to its equipment.

7. For nonpayment of bill for service rendered provided that the Company has made reasonable efforts to
effect collection.

8. For failure of the Customer to provide the Company with a deposit.

9. For failure of the Customer to furnish permits, certificates, and rights-of-way, as necessary in obtaining
service, or in the event such permissions are withdrawn or terminated.
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10. The Company shall not furnish its service to any applicant who at the time of such appliration is indebted
to any member of his household is indebted under an undisputed bill for service, previously furnished such

applicant or furnished any other member of the applirant's household or business.

11. The Campany may terminate a Customer's service should the Customer be in arrears on an account for
service at another premise. For the reason that the Customer's use of the utility service conflicts with, or
violates orders, ordinances or laws of the State or any subdivision thereof, or of the Commission.

12. For failure of the Customer to comply with reasonable restrictions on the use of service. The Company

may discontinue service without notice for reasons (1), (2), and (3) above. For the remainder of the
reasons, the Customer shall be allowed a reasonable time in which to correct any discrepancy.

13. Failure of the Company to terminate or suspend service at any time after the occurrence of grounds
therefare or to resort to any other legal remedy or to exercise any one or more of such alternative
remedies, shall not waive or in any manner affect the Company's right to later resort to any or more of
such rights or remedies on account of any such ground then existing or which may subsequentiy occur,

K. Reconnection Charge

Where the Company has discontinued service for reasons listed in Section Iii-j, the Customer is subject ta
a reconnection charge of $25.00 in addition to any other charges due and payable to the Company. In
cases where both electric and gas service are reconnected at the same time on the same premises for the
same Customer, only one charge will be made,

Where the Customer interrupts or terminates service and subsequently requests reconnection of service at
the same premises the reconnection rharge will apply.

IY. BILLING AND PAYMENT TERMS
A. General

The rates specified in the various service classifications are stated on a monthly basis. Unless extenuating
circumstances prevent, the Company will read meters at regular monthly intervals and render bills

accordingly. If for any reason a meter is not read, the Company may prepare an estimated bill based on
the Customer's average use billed for the preceding 60 days or from other information as may be
available. All such bills are to be paid in accordance with the standard payment terms, and are subject to
adjustment on the basis of actual use of service as computed from the next reading taken by the
Company's representative or for any circumstances known to have affected the quantity of service used.
No more than one estimated bill shall be rendered within a 60-day period unless otherwise agreed to by
the Customer ar allowed by the Commission.

All billing errors shall be adjusted in accordance with the Commission's Rules and Regulations.

B.Customer's Obligations
The Customer is responsible for electricity furnished and for all charges under the agreement until the end
of term thereof.

All bills shall be due and payable when rendered. Notice and collection of unpaid bills will be in

accordance with the current Rules and Regulations of the Cammission.

No Claim or demand which the Customer may have against the Company shall be set off or
counterrlaimed against the payment of any sum of money due the Company by the Customer for services
rendered. All such sums shall be paid in accordance with the agreement regardless of any ciaim or
demand,
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10. The Company shall not furnish its service to any applicant who at the time of such application is indebted

to any member of his household is indebted under an undisputed bill for service, previously furnished such
applicant or furnished any other member of the applicant's household or business.

11. The Company may terminate a Customer's service should the Customer be in arrears on an account for

service at another premise. For the reason that the Customer's use of the utility service conflicts with, or
violates orders, ordinances or laws of the State or any subdivision thereof, or of the Commission.

12. For failure of the Customer to comply with reasonable restrictions on the use of service. The Company
may discontinue service without notice for reasons (1), (2), and (3) above. For the remainder of the

reasons, the Customer shall be allowed a reasonable time in which to correct any discrepancy.

13.
Failure of the Company to terminate or suspend service at any time after the occurrence of grounds
therefore or to resort to any other legal remedy or to exercise any one or more of such alternative

remedies, shall not waive or in any manner affect the Company's right to later resort to any or more of
such rights or remedies on account of any such ground then existing or which may subsequently occur.

K. Reconnection Charge

Where the Company has discontinued service for reasons listed in Section III-J, the Customer is subject to

a reconnection charge of $25.00 in addition to any other charges due and payable to the Company. In
cases where both electric and gas service are reconnected at the same time on the same premises for the
same Customer, only one charge will be made.

Where the Customer interrupts or terminates service and subsequently requests reconnection of service at
the same premises the reconnection charge will apply.

IV. BILLING AND PAYMENT TERMS
A. General

The rates specified in the various service classifications are stated on a monthly basis. Unless extenuating
circumstances prevent, the Company will read meters at regular monthly intervals and render bills
accordingly. If for any reason a meter is not read, the Company may prepare an estimated bill based on

the Customer's average use billed for the preceding 60 days or from other information as may be
available. All such bills are to be paid in accordance with the standard payment terms, and are subject to
adjustment on the basis of actual use of service as computed from the next reading taken by the
Company's representative or for any circumstances known to have affected the quantity of service used.
No more than one estimated bill shall be rendered within a 60-day period unless otherwise agreed to by
the Customer or allowed by the Commission.

All billing errors shall be adjusted in accordance with the Commission's Rules and Regulations.

B. Customer's Obligations

The Customer is responsible for electricity furnished and for all charges under the agreement until the end
of term thereof.

All bills shall be due and payable when rendered. Notice and collection of unpaid bills will be in
accordance with the current Rules and Regulations of the Commission.

No Claim or demand which the Customer may have against the Company shall be set off or
counterclaimed against the payment of any sum of money due the Company by the Customer for services

rendered. All such sums shall be paid in accordance with the agreement regardless of any claim or
demand.

Supersedes General Terms & Conditions
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Should service be terminated, the Customer's deposit shall be applied to reduce or liquidate the account.
Service may be restored upon payment of the account, in fuH, plus the late payment charge set forth
below, the reconnection charge set forth above and a deposit as set forth below.

C. Late Payment Charge
A late payment charge of one and one half per cent (1 '/z%) will be added to any balance remaining
twenty-five (25) days after the billing date.

D. Deposit
A maximum deposit in an amount equal to an estimated two (2) months (60 days) bill for a new Customer
or in an amount equal to the total actual bills of the highest two (2) consecutive months based on the
experience of the preceding twelve (12) months or a portion of the year if on a seasonal basis may be
required from the Customer as security for payment of the account before service is rendered or
continued if any of the following conditions exist:

(1) The Customer's past payment record to the Company shows delinquent payment practice;

(2) A new Customer cannot furnish either a letter of good credit from a reliable source or any acceptable
cosigner or guarantor on the Company's system to guarantee payment;

(3) A Customer has no deposit and presently is delinquent in payments;

( l) A Customer has had his service terminated for non-payment or fraudulent use. All deposits may be
subject to review based on the actual experience of the Customer. The amount of the deposit may be
adjusted upward or downward to reflect the actual billing experience and payment habits of the
Customer.

E. Service Charge
The Company may make reasonable charges for work performed on or services rendered:
1) Upon Customer's request at the Customer's premises when, at the time the request is made, service

and equipment provided by the Company is in good working condition and in compliance with these
General Terms and Conditions, Specifications for Service and Meter Installations, existing provisions
of the National Electric Code, the Regulations of the National Board of Fire Underwriters and such
other regulations as may be promulgated from time to time by any municipal bureau or other
governmental agency having jurisdiction over the Customer's installation or premises;

2) To repair, replace, remove or gain access to Company's facilities or equipment where such repair,
replacement or removal is made necessary by the willful action(s) of the Customer, members of the
Customer's household or invitees of the Customer; or

3) To repair, replace, remove or gain access to Company's facilities or equipment where such repair,
replacement or removal is made necessary by the negligent failure of the Customer to take timely
action to correct or to notify the Company or other responsible party to correct conditions which led
to the needed repair, replacement or removal, except that such charges shall be apportioned
between the Customer and the Company to the extent that the Customer shall only bear that part of
the costs which reflect the costs added by the Customer's negligence. Such charges cannot be
assessed where the damage is caused by an Act of God except to the extent that the Customer failed
timely to mitigate the damages. Such charges may include labor, material and transportation,
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Should service be terminated, the Customer's deposit shall be applied to reduce or liquidate the account.
Service may be restored upon payment of the account, in full, plus the late payment charge set forth
below, the reconnection charge set forth above and a deposit as set forth below.

C. Late Payment Charge

A late payment charge of one and one half per cent (1 1/2%) will be added to any balance remaining
twenty-five (25) days after the billing date.

D. Deposit

A maximum deposit in an amount equal to an estimated two (2) months (60 days) bill for a new Customer
or in an amount equal to the total actual bills of the highest two (2) consecutive months based on the
experience of the preceding twelve (12) months or a portion of the year if on a seasonal basis may be
required from the Customer as security for payment of the account before service is rendered or
continued if any of the following conditions exist:

The Customer's past payment record to the Company shows delinquent payment practice;

A new Customer cannot furnish either a letter of good credit from a reliable source or any acceptable
cosigner or guarantor on the Company's system to guarantee payment;

A Customer has no deposit and presently is delinquent in payments;

A Customer has had his service terminated for non-payment or fraudulent use. All deposits may be
subject to review based on the actual experience of the Customer. The amount of the deposit may be
adjusted upward or downward to reflect the actual billing experience and payment habits of the
Customer.

E. Service Charge

The Company may make reasonable charges for work performed on or services rendered:

1) Upon Customer's request at the Customer's premises when, at the time the request is made, service
and equipment provided by the Company is in good working condition and in compliance with these
General Terms and Conditions, Specifications for Service and Meter Installations, existing provisions
of the National Electric Code, the Regulations of the National Board of Fire Underwriters and such

other regulations as may be promulgated from time to time by any municipal bureau or other
governmental agency having jurisdiction over the Customer's installation or premises;

2) To repair, replace, remove or gain access to Company's facilities or equipment where such repair,
replacement or removal is made necessary by the willful action(s) of the Customer, members of the
Customer's household or invitees of the Customer; or

3) To repair, replace, remove or gain access to Company's facilities or equipment where such repair,
replacement or removal is made necessary by the negligent failure of the Customer to take timely
action to correct or to notify the Company or other responsible party to correct conditions which led

to the needed repair, replacement or removal, except that such charges shall be apportioned
between the Customer and the Company to the extent that the Customer shall only bear that part of
the costs which reflect the costs added by the Customer's negligence. Such charges cannot be
assessed where the damage is caused by an Act of God except to the extent that the Customer failed

timely to mitigate the damages. Such charges may include labor, material and transportation.
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V. COMPANY'S LIABILITY

A. General
The Company shali not be in any way responsible or liable for damages to or injuries sustained by the
Customer or others, or by the equipment of the Customer or others by reason of the condition or
character of Customer's wiring and equipment, or the wiring and equipment of others on the Customer' s
premises. The Company will not be responsible for the use; care or handling of electricity deiivered to the
Customer after it passes the service point. The Customer assumes responsibility and liability for damages
and injuries caused by failures or malfunctions of Customer's equipment.

VI. MEASUREMENT OF SERVICE
A. Meter Testing on Request of Customer

The Customer may, at any time, upon reasonable notice, make written request of the Company to test
the accuracy of the meter or meters in use for his service. No deposit or payments shall be required from

the Customer for such meter test if said meter has been in service at least one year without testing at
Company's expense; otherwise the Customer shall deposit the estimated cost of the test; said deposit
shall not exceed $15.00 without the approval of the Commission, The amount so deposited with

Company shall be refunded or credited to the Customer, as a part of the settlement of the disputed
account if the meter is found, when tested to register more than 2% fast or siow; otherwise the deposit
shall be retained by the Company.

B.Adjustments for Inaccurate Meters
Where it is determined that the Company's meter is inaccurate or defective by more than 2% error in

registration, bills shall be adjusted in accordance with the Commission Rules and Regulations.

VII. FORCE MA3EURE

A. General
In the event Company is unable, wholly or in part, by reason of Force Majeure to carry out its obligations
to provide service under its Rate Schedules or Contracts, the obligations of Company, so far as they are
affected by such Force Majeure, shall be suspended during the continuance of any inability so caused but
for no longer period and such cause shall, as far as possible, be remedied with all reasonable dispatch.

The term "Force Majeure" as employed herein shali include, but not be limited to acts of God, strikes,
lockouts, or other industrial disturbances, acts of the public enemy, wars, blockades, insurrections, riots,
epidemics, landslides, lightning, earthquakes, fires, extreme weather conditions, storms, floods, washouts,
arrest and restraints of governments and people, civil disturbances, explosions, breakage or accident to
machinery or lines, the maintaining or repairing or alteration of machinery, equipment, structures or lines

(which maintaining, repairing or alteration shall, however, be carried out in such manner as to cause the
smallest practicable curtailments or interruption of deliveries of electricity), freezing of lines, partial or
complete curtailment of deliveries under Company's electric purchase contracts, inability to obtain rights-
of-way or permits or materials, equipment or supplies, any of the above, which shall, by the exercise of
due diligence and care such party is unable to prevent or overcome, and any cause other than those
enumerated herein (whether of the kind enumerated herein or otherwise) not within the control of the
person claiming suspension and which by the exercise of due diligence such party is unable to prevent or
overcome. It is understood and agreed that the settlement of strikes or lockouts shall be entirely within

the discretion of the persons affected, and that the above requirement that any Force Majeure shall be
remedied with all reasonable dispatch shall not require the settlement of strikes or lockouts when such
rourse is inadvisable in the discretion of the person affected thereby.
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V. COMPANY'S LIABILITY

A. General

The Company shall not be in any way responsible or liable for damages to or injuries sustained by the
Customer or others, or by the equipment of the Customer or others by reason of the condition or
character of Customer's wiring and equipment, or the wiring and equipment of others on the Customer's

premises. The Company will not be responsible for the use; care or handling of electricity delivered to the
Customer after it passes the service point. The Customer assumes responsibility and liability for damages
and injuries caused by failures or malfunctions of Customer's equipment.

VI. HEASUREHENT OF SERVICE

A. Meter Testing on Request of Customer

The Customer may, at any time, upon reasonable notice, make written request of the Company to test
the accuracy of the meter or meters in use for his service. No deposit or payments shall be required from
the Customer for such meter test if said meter has been in service at least one year without testing at

Company's expense; otherwise the Customer shall deposit the estimated cost of the test; said deposit
shall not exceed $15.00 without the approval of the Commission. The amount so deposited with
Company shall be refunded or credited to the Customer, as a part of the settlement of the disputed

account if the meter is found, when tested to register more than 2% fast or slow; otherwise the deposit
shall be retained by the Company.

B. Adjustments for Inaccurate Heters

Where it is determined that the Company's meter is inaccurate or defective by more than 2% error in
registration, bills shall be adjusted in accordance with the Commission Rules and Regulations.

VII. FORCE HAJEURE

A. General

person claiming suspension and which by the exercise of due diligence such party is unable to prevent or

overcome. It is understood and agreed that the settlement of strikes or lockouts shall be entirely within
the discretion of the persons affected, and that the above requirement that any Force Majeure shall be
remedied with all reasonable dispatch shall not require the settlement of strikes or lockouts when such
course is inadvisable in the discretion of the person affected thereby.

Manual, and other manuals published by the company and approved by the Commission.

It is the standard practice of the Company to provide all requirements of service for the Customer through a

single metering point at each premises.

Where more than one service is required by the Customer, and requested services meet all applicable code

requirements the Company will provide such additional service upon payment by the Customer to the
Company of the charges above the first service. Each service point shall be a separate account. No new
service will be connected without proper release from the inspecting authority having jurisdiction. Should
there be no inspectinq authority in the jurisdiction, the Company shall determine whether or not applicable
codes are met and shall have no obliqation to provide service until such time as they are met.

Customer shall furnish at his sole expense any special facilities necessary to meet his particular requirements
for service at other than the standard conditions specified under the provision of the applicable Rate
Schedule. The Customer shall also provide protection for Customer's equipment from conditions beyond the
Company's control including, but not limited to, protective devices for single-phase conditions. The
Customer shall also provide a suitable place, foundation and housing where, in the judgment of the
Company, it is deemed necessary to install transformers, regulators, control or protective equipment on the
Customer's premise.

All equipment supplied by the Company shall remain its exclusive property and Company shall have the right
to remove the same from the premises of Customer at any time after termination of service for any cause.

The duly authorized representatives of the Company shall be permitted safe access to Customer's remises

at any and all reasonable times to inspect, operate and maintain the Company's and the Customer's facilities

and equipment for any and all purposes connected with the delivery of service, the determination of
connected load or other data to be used for billing purposes, the determination of Customer load

requirements or the exercise of any and all rights under the agreement.

G. Company's Installation and Service
Where the Customer's requested service to be supplied by the Company does not produce revenue sufficient

to support the expenditure required, the Company will determine in each case the amount of payment and

form thereof that shall be required of the Customer.

Electricity supplied by the Company shall not be electrically connected with any other source of electricity

without reasonable written notice to the Company and agreement by the parties of such measures or

conditions, if any, as may be required for reliability of both systems.

Service supplied by the Company shall not be resold or assigned by the Company to others on a metered or

unmetered basis; nor shall the Customer's wiring be connected to adjacent or other premises not owned or

operated by the Customer without specific written approval of the Company and of the Commission.

The Company's service facilities will be installed above ground on poles or fixtures; however, underground

facilities will be provided when requested in accordance with the Company's appropriate underground

service publications.

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E. Special Equipment

For
underground service other than residential, the Customer shall furnish, install and maintain necessary service
conductors and conduit from their service equipment to the Company's designated point of service

regardless of meter location.
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H. Term of Contract
The Term of Contract for service shall be for a term of one year with automatic renewal except as otherwise

provided in the applicable Rate Schedule. Where a large or special investment in service facilities is

necessary, or other special conditions exist, contracts may be written for (I) a longer term than specified in

the Rate Schedule, or (2) a special guarantee of revenue, or (3) a facility charge, or (4) all of these

conditions as may be required to safeguard the Company's investment.

I.Continuance of Service and Liability Therefore
The Company does not guarantee continuous service. Company shall use reasonable diligence at all times

to provide uninterrupted service but shall not be liable for any loss, cost damage or expense to any

For nonpayment of bill for service rendered provided that the Company has made reasonable efforts to
effect collection.

8. For failure of the Customer to provide the Company with a deposit.

For failure of the Customer to furnish permits, certificates, and rights-of-way, as necessary in obtaining

service, or in the event such permissions are withdrawn or terminated.

13. Failure of the Company to terminate or suspend service at any time after the occurrence of grounds
therefore or to resort to any other legal remedy or to exercise any one or more of such alternative remedies,
shall not waive or in any manner affect the Company's right to later resort to any or more of such rights or
remedies on account of any such ground then existing or which may subsequently occur.

K. Reconnection Charge

In cases
where both electric and gas service are reconnected at the same time on the same premises for the same
Customer, only one charge will be made.

Where the Customer interrupts or terminates service and subsequently requests reconnection of service at
the same premises the reconnection charge will apply.

IV. BILLING AND PAYMENT TERMS
A, General

The rates specified in the various service classifications are stated on a monthly basis. Unless extenuating
circumstances prevent, the Company will read meters at regular monthly intervals and render bills
accordingly.

The term "Force Majeure" as employed herein shall include, but not be limited to acts of God, strikes,
lockouts, or other industrial disturbances, acts of the public enemy, wars, blockades, insurrections, riots,
epidemics, landslides, lightning, earthquakes, fires, extreme weather conditions, storms, floods, washouts,
arrest and restraints of governments and people, civil disturbances, explosions, breakage or accident to
machinery or lines, the maintaining or repairing or alteration of machinery, equipment, structures or lines
(which maintaining, repairing or alteration shall, however, be carried out in such manner as to cause the
smallest practicable curtailments or interruption of deliveries of electricity), freezing of lines, partial or
complete curtailment of deliveries under Company's electric purchase contracts, inability to obtain rights-of-
way or permits or materials, equipment or supplies, any of the above, which shall, by the exercise of due
diligence and care such party is unable to prevent or overcome, and any cause other than those enumerated
herein (whether of the kind enumerated herein or otherwise) not within the control of the person claiming
suspension and which by the exercise of due diligence such party is unable to prevent or overcome. It is
understood and agreed that the settlement of strikes or lockouts shall be entirely within the discretion of the
persons affected, and that the above requirement that any Force Majeure shall be remedied with all
reasonable dispatch shall not require the settlement of strikes or lockouts when such course is inadvisable in
the discretion of the person affected thereby.

The Customer, in
requesting or accepting service, thereby grants the Company without charge necessary rights-of-way and
trimming and clearing privileges for its facilities along, across, and under property controlled by the
Customer to the extent that such rights-of-way and trimming and clearing privileges for its facilities along,
across, and under property controlled by the Customer are required, necessary or convenient to enable
Company to supply service to the Customer and the Customer also grants the Company the right to
continue to extend the Company's facilities on, across, or under property controlled by the customer with
necessary trimming and clearing rights to serve other Customers. Customer shall maintain such right-of-
way so as to grant Company continued access to its facilities by Company's vehicles and other power-
operated equipment.

The Customer, in
requesting or accepting service, thereby grants the Company without charge necessary rights-of-way and
trimming and clearing privileges for its facilities along, across, and under property controlled by the
Customer to the extent that such rights-of-way and trimming and clearing privileges for its facilities along,
across, and under property controlled by the Customer are required, necessary or convenient to enable

Company to supply service to the Customer and the Customer also grants the Company the right to
continue to extend the Company's facilities on, across, or under property controlled by the customer with
necessary trimming and clearing rights to serve other Customers. Customer shall maintain such right-of-
way so as to grant Company continued access to its facilities by Company's vehicles and other power-
operated equipment.
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D. Customer's Tnstallation
Customer's service installations shall be made in accordance with these General Terms and Conditions,

Specifications for Service and Meter Installations, existing provisions of the National Electrical Code, the

Regulations of the National Board of Fire Underwriters and such other regulations as may be promulgated

from time to time by any municipal bureau or other governmental agency having jurisdiction over the

Customer's installation or premises,

Customer's wiring and equipment must be installed and maintained in accordance with the requirements

of the local, municipal, state, and federal authorities, and the Customer shall keep in good and safe repair

and condition such wiring and equipment on Customer's side of the service point exclusive of Company's

metering facilities and equipment.
Customer's service entrance requirements shall be stipulated in the Electric Service and Meter Installations

Manual, and other manuals published by the Company and approved by the Commission.

Before wiring a premise or purchasing equipment, the Customers shall give the Company notice and shall

ascertain from the Company the character of service available at such premises. The Company may

specify the voltage and phase of the electricity to be furnished, the location of the meter, and the point

where the service connection shall be made.

Customer's service entrance requirements shall be stipulated in the Electric Service and Meter Installations

Manual, and other manuals published by the company and approved by the Commission.

It is the standard practice of the Company to provide all requirements of service for the Customer through

a single metering point at each premises.

Where more than one service is required by the Customer, and requested services meet all applicable

code requirements the Company will provide such additional service upon payment by the Customer to

the Company of the charges above the first service. Each service point shall be a separate account. No

new service will be connected without proper release from the inspecting authority having jurisdiction,

Should there be no inspecting authority in the jurisdiction, the Company shall determine whether or not

applicable codes are met and shall have no obligation to provide service until such time as they are met.

Customer shall furnish at his sole expense any special facilities necessary to meet his particular

requirements for service at other than the standard conditions specified under the provision of the

applicable Rate Schedule. The Customer shall also provide protection for Customer's equipment from

conditions beyond the Company's control including, but not limited to, protective devices for single-phase

conditions. The Customer shall also provide a suitable place, foundation and housing where, in the

judgment of the Company, it is deemed necessary to install transformers, regulators, control or protective

equipment on the Customer's premise.

All equipment supplied by the Company shall remain its exclusive property and Company shall have the

right to remove the same from the premises of Customer at any time after termination of service for any

cause.

Should Customer elect, for any reason, to request relocation of Company's facilities or take any action,

which requires such relocation, customer may be required to reimburse the Company for all costs as a

result of such relocation. Company may relocate existing service and facilities, at Company's expense,
when necessary for system design or operation and maintenance requirements.

The Customer shall be responsible for the protection and safekeeping of the equipment and facilities of
the Company while on the Customer's premises and shall not permit access thereto except by duly

authorized representatives of the Company. Customer assumes responsibility and liability for damages

and injuries caused by failure or malfunctions of Customer's equipment.
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D. Customer's Installation
Customer's service installations shall be made in accordance with these General Terms and Conditions,

Specifications for Service and Meter Installations, existing provisions of the National Electrical Code, the
Regulations of the National Board of Fire Underwriters and such other regulations as may be promulgated
from time to time by any municipal bureau or other governmental agency having jurisdiction over the
Customer's installation or premises.

Customer's wiring and equipment ml,st be installed and maintained in accordance with the requirements
of the local, municipal, state, and federal authorities, and the Customer shall keep in good and safe repair
and condition such wiring and equipment on Customer's side of the service point exclusive of Company's

metering facilities and equipment.
Customer's service entrance requirements shall be stipulated in the Electric Service and Meter Installations

Manual, and other manuals published by the Company and approved by the Commission.

Before wiring a premise or purchasing equipment, the Customers shall give the Company notice and shall
ascertain from the Company the character of service available at such premises. The Company may
specify the voltage and phase of the electricity to be furnished, the location of the meter, and the point
where the service connection shall be made.

Customer's service entrance requirements shall be stipulated in the Electric Service and Meter Installations
Manual, and other manuals published by the company and approved by the Commission.

It is the standard practice of the Company to provide all requirements of service for the Customer through

a single metering point at each premises.

Where more than one service is required by the Customer, and requested services meet all applicable

code requirements the Company will provide such additional service upon payment by the Customer to
the Company of the charges above the first service. Each service point shall be a separate account. No
new service will be connected without proper release from the inspecting authority having jurisdiction.
Should there be no inspecting authority in the jurisdiction, the Company shall determine whether or not

applicable codes are met and shall have no obligation to provide service until such time as they are met.

Customer shall furnish at his sole expense any special facilities necessary to meet his particular

requirements for service at other than the standard conditions specified under the provision of the
applicable Rate Schedule. The Customer shall also provide protection for Customer's equipment from
conditions beyond the Company's control including, but not limited to, protective devices for single-phase
conditions. The Customer shall also provide a suitable place, foundation and housing where, in the

judgment of the Company, it is deemed necessary to install transformers, regulators, control or protective
equipment on the Customer's premise.

All equipment supplied by the Company shall remain its exclusive property and Company shall have the
right to remove the same from the premises of Customer at any time after termination of service for any
cause.

Should Customer elect, for any reason, to request relocation of Company's facilities or take any action,

which requires such relocation, customer may be required to reimburse the Company for all costs as a
result of such relocation. Company may relocate existing service and facilities, at Company's expense,
when necessary for system design or operation and maintenance requirements.

The Customer shall be responsible for the protection and safekeeping of the equipment and facilities of
the Company while on the Customer's premises and shall not permit access thereto except by duly
authorized representatives of the Company. Customer assumes responsibility and liability for damages

and injuries caused by failure or malfunctions of Customer's equipment.
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Where a separate transformer or other additional electrical utility standard equipment or capacity is to be

used to eliminate fluctuations or other effects detrimental to the quality of service to other Customers due

to welding or X-ray equipment, etc., the Company may make a reasonable charge for the transformer

equipment and line capacity required. In lieu of the above, the Company may require the Customer to

either discontinue the operation of the equipment causing the disturbance or install the necessary motor

generator set or other apparatus to eliminate the disturbance detrimental to the service of other

Customers.

F. Safe Access to Customer's Premises
The duly authorized representatives of the Company shall be permitted safe access to Customer' s

premises at any and all reasonable times to inspect, operate and maintain the Company's and the

Customer's facilities and equipment for any and all purposes connected with the delivery of service, the

determination of connected load or other data to be used for billing purposes, the determination of

Customer load requirements ar the exercise of any and all rights under the agreement.

G. Company's Installation and Service
Where the Customer's requested service to be supplied by the Company does not produce revenue

sufficient to support the expenditure required, the Company will determine in each case the amount of

payment and form thereof that shall be required of the Customer.

Electricity supplied by the Company shall not be electrically connected with any other source of electricity

without reasonable written notice to the Company and agreement by the parties af such measures or

conditions, if any, as may be required for reliability of both systems.

Service supplied by the Company shall not be resold or assigned by the Campany to others on a metered

or unmetered basis; nor shall the Customer's wiring be connected to adjacent ar other premises not

owned or operated by the Customer without specific written approval of the Company and of the

Commission.

The Company's service facilities will be installed above ground on poles or fixtures; however, underground

facilities will be pravided when requested in accordance with the Company's appropriate undergraund

service publications.

In Areas of Overhead Distribution: The Company will install and maintain an overhead service drop

for loads up ta 500 KVA from its overhead distribution system to the Customer's service connection

provided the transformer can be placed in the proximity of the service point. For residential Custamers, if

specifically requested by the Customer, the Company will install and maintain a single phase underground

service to any residence (terrain permitting) provided the Customer pays in advance the difference in cost
between a new overhead service and the new underground service of equal current carrying capacity.

In Areas of Underground Distribution" . The Company will install and maintain the necessary
underground facilities to provide a point of service at the Customer's property line or at another locatian

designated by the Company. For residential Customers, the Company will install and maintain a single-

phase service to the service point as designated by Company, up to a maximum length of 125 feet, If the

requested residential service to Company's designated service point exceeds 125 feet in length, the
Customer will pay in advance the tatal additional cost for that portion in excess of 125 feet in length. For

underground service other than residential, the Customer shall furnish, install and maintain necessary
service conductors and conduit from their service equipment to the Company's designated point of service

regardless of meter location.
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E. Special Equipment
Where a separate transformer or other additional electrical utility standard equipment or capacity is to be
used to eliminate fluctuations or other effects detrimental to the quality of service to other Customers due

to welding or X-ray equipment, etc., the Company may make a reasonable charge for the transformer
equipment and line capacity required. In lieu of the above, the Company may require the Customer to
either discontinue the operation of the equipment causing the disturbance or install the necessary motor
generator set or other apparatus to eliminate the disturbance detrimental to the service of other
Customers.

F. Safe Access to Customer's Premises

The duly authorized representatives of the Company shall be permitted safe access to Customer's

premises at any and all reasonable times to inspect, operate and maintain the Company's and the
Customer's facilities and equipment for any and all purposes connected with the delivery of service, the
determination of connected load or other data to be used for billing purposes, the determination of

Customer load requirements or the exercise of any and all rights under the agreement.

G. Company's Installation and Service
Where the Customer's requested service to be supplied by the Company does not produce revenue

sufficient to support the expenditure required, the Company will determine in each case the amount of
payment and form thereof that shall be required of the Customer.

Electricity supplied by the Company shall not be electrically connected with any other source of electricity
without reasonable written notice to the Company and agreement by the parties of such measures or

conditions, if any, as may be required for reliability of both systems.

Service supplied by the Company shall not be resold or assigned by the Company to others on a metered
or unmetered basis; nor shall the Customer's wiring be connected to adjacent or other premises not
owned or operated by the Customer without specific written approval of the Company and of the
Commission.

The Company's service facilities will be installed above ground on poles or fixtures; however, underground
facilities will be provided when requested in accordance with the Company's appropriate underground

service publications.

In Areas of Overhead Distribution: The Company will install and maintain an overhead service drop

for loads up to 500 KVA from its overhead distribution system to the Customer's service connection
provided the transformer can be placed in the proximity of the service point. For residential Customers, if
specifically requested by the Customer, the Company will install and maintain a single phase underground
service to any residence (terrain permitting) provided the Customer pays in advance the difference in cost
between a new overhead service and the new underground service of equal current carrying capacity.

In Areas of Underground Distribution: The Company will install and maintain the necessary
underground facilities to provide a point of service at the Customer's property line or at another location
designated by the Company. For residential Customers, the Company will install and maintain a single-
phase service to the service point as designated by Company, up to a maximum length of 125 feet. If the
requested residential service to Company's designated service point exceeds 125 feet in length, the
Customer will pay in advance the total additional cost for that portion in excess of 125 feet in length. For

underground service other than residential, the Customer shall furnish, install and maintain necessary
service conductors and conduit from their service equipment to the Company's designated point of service

regardless of meter location.
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The Term of Contract for service shall be for a term of one year with automatic renewal except as
otherwise provided in the applicable Rate Schedule. Where a large or special investment in servire
facilities is necessary, or other special conditions exist, contracts may be written for (1) a longer term

than specified in the Rate Schedule, or (2) a special guarantee of revenue, or (3) a facility charge, or (0)
all of these conditions as may be required to safeguard the Company's investment.

I. Continuance of Service and Liability Therefore
The Company does not guarantee continuous service. Company shall use reasonable diligence at all times

to provide uninterrupted service but shall not be liable for any loss, cost damage or expense to any

Customer occasioned by any failure to supply electricity according to the terms of the contract or by any

interruption or reversal of the supply of electricity, if such failure, interruption or reversal is due to storm,

lightning, fire, flood, drought, strike, or any cause beyond the rontrol of the Company, or any cause
except willful default or gross neglect on its part.

The Company reserves the right to curtail or temporarily interrupt Customer's service when it shall

become necessary in order that repairs, replacement or changes may be made in the Company's facilities

and equipment, either on or off Customer's premises.

The Company may impose reasonable restrictions on the use of service during peak periods of excessive
demand or other difficulty, which jeopardizes the supply of service to any group of Customers,

The Company may waive any minimum charge or guarantee payments for service upon written notice
from and request of Customer during such time as the Customer's plant may be completely closed down

as a result of strike, lockout, government order, fire, flood, or other acts of God: provided however, that
Customer specifically agrees that the term of the service contract shall be extended for a period equal to
the period of enforced shutdown. (See Section VII, Force Majeure).

3. Denial or Discontinuance of Service
The Company may refuse or discontinue service and remove the property of the Company without liability

to the Customer, or tenants or occupants of the premises served, for any loss, cost, damage or expense
occasioned by such refusal, discontinuance or removal, including but not limited to, any of the following

reasons:

In the event of a condition determined by the Company to be hazardous or dangerous.

In the event Customer's equipment is used in such a manner as to adversely affect the Company's service
to others.

In the event of unauthorized or fraudulent use of Company's service.

Unauthorized adjustments or tampering with Company's equipment.

Customer's failure to fulfill his contractual obligations.

For failure of the Customer to permit the Company reasonable access to its equipment.

For nonpayment of bill for service rendered provided that the Company has made reasonable efforts to
effect collection.

For failure of the Customer to provide the Company with a deposit.

For failure of the Customer to furnish permits, certificates, and rights-of-way, as necessary in obtaining
service, or in the event such permissions are withdrawn or terminated,
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H. Term of Contract
The Term of Contract for service shall be for a term of one year with automatic renewal except as

otherwise provided in the applicable Rate Schedule. Where a large or special investment in service
facilities is necessary, or other special conditions exist, contracts may be written for (1) a longer term
than specified in the Rate Schedule, or (2) a special guarantee of revenue, or (3) a facility charge, or (4)
all of these conditions as may be required to safeguard the Company's investment.

I. Continuance of Service and Liability Therefore
The Company does not guarantee continuous service. Company shall use reasonable diligence at all times
to provide uninterrupted service but shall not be liable for any loss, cost damage or expense to any
Customer occasioned by any failure to supply electricity according to the terms of the contract or by any
interruption or reversal of the supply of electricity, if such failure, interruption or reversal is due to storm,

lightning, fire, flood, drought, strike, or any cause beyond the control of the Company, or any cause
except willful default or gross neglect on its part.

The Company reserves the right to curtail or temporarily interrupt Customer's service when it shall
become necessary in order that repairs, replacement or changes may be made in the Company's facilities
and equipment, either on or off Customer's premises.

The Company may impose reasonable restrictions on the use of service during peak periods of excessive
demand or other difficulty, which jeopardizes the supply of service to any group of Customers.

The Company may waive any minimum charge or guarantee payments for service upon written notice
from and request of Customer during such time as the Customer's plant may be completely closed down
as a result of strike, lockout, government order, fire, flood, or other acts of God: provided however, that
Customer specifically agrees that the term of the service contract shall be extended for a period equal to
the period of enforced shutdown. (See Section VII, Force Majeure).

J. Denial or Discontinuance of Service

The Company may refuse or discontinue service and remove the property of the Company without liability
to the Customer, or tenants or occupants of the premises served, for any loss, cost, damage or expense
occasioned by such refusal, discontinuance or removal, including but not limited to, any of the following
reasons:

1. In the event of a condition determined by the Company to be hazardous or dangerous.

2. In the event Customer's equipment is used in such a manner as to adversely affect the Company's service
to others.

3. In the event of unauthorized or fraudulent use of Company's service.

4. Unauthorized adjustments or tampering with Company's equipment.

5. Customer's failure to fulfill his contractual obligations.

6. For failure of the Customer to permit the Company reasonable access to its equipment.

7. For nonpayment of bill for service rendered provided that the Company has made reasonable efforts to
effect collection.

8. For failure of the Customer to provide the Company with a deposit.

9. For failure of tile Customer to furnish permits, certificates, and rights-of-way, as necessary in obtaining
service, or in the event such permissions are withdrawn or terminated.
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10. The Company shall nnt furnish its service to any applicant whn at the time of such application is indebted

to any member of his household is indebted under an undisputed bill for service, previously furnished such

applicant or furnished any other member of the applicant's household or business.

11. The Company may terminate a Customer's service should the Customer be in arrears on an account for

service at another premise. For the reason that the Customer's use of the utility service conflicts with, or

violates orders, ordinances or laws of the State or any subdivision thereof, or of the Commission.

12. For failure of the Customer to comply with reasonable restrictions on the use of service. The Company

may discontinue service without notice for reasons (.1), (2), and (3) above. For the remainder of the

reasons, the Customer shall be allowed a reasonable time in which to correct any discrepancy.

13. Failure of the Company to terminate or suspend service at any time after the occurrenre of grounds

therefore or to resort to any other legal remedy or to exercise any one ar more of such alternative

remedies, shall not waive or in any manner affect the Company's right to later resort to any or more of
such rights or remedies on account of any such ground then existing or which may subsequently orrur.

K. Reconnection Charge Where the Company has discontinued service for reasons listed in Section III-j,
the Customer is subject to a reconnection charge of $25.00 in addition to any other charges due and

payable to the Company. In cases where both electric and gas service are reconnected at the same time

on the same premises far the same Customer, only ane charge will be made.

Where the Custamer interrupts or terminates service and subsequently requests reconnection of service at
the same premises the reconnection charge will apply.

IV. BILLING AND PAYMENT TERMS
A. General

The rates specified in the various service classifications are stated on a monthly basis. Unless extenuating

circumstances prevent, the Company will read meters at regular monthly intervals and render bills

accordingly. If for any reason a meter is not read, the Company may prepare an estimated bill based on

the Customer's average use billed for the preceding 60 days or from other information as may be
available. All such bills are to be paid in accordance with the standard payment terms, and are subject to
adjustment on the basis of actual use of service as computed from the next reading taken by the
Company's representative or for any circumstances known to have affected the quantity of service used.
No more than one estimated bill shall be rendered within a 60-day period unless otherwise agreed ta by
the Customer or allowed by the Commissian.

All billing errors shall be adjusted in accordance with the Commission's Rules and Regulations.

B.Customer's Obligations
The Customer is responsible for electricity furnished and for all charges under the agreement until the end

of term thereof.

All bills shall be due and payable when rendered. Nntice and collertion of unpaid bills will be in

accordance with the current Rules and Regulations of the Commission.

No Claim or demand which the Customer may have against the Company shall be set off or
counterclaimed against the payment of any sum of maney due the Company by the Custamer for services
rendered. All such sums shall be paid in accordance with the agreement regardless of any claim or
demand.

Should service be terminated, the Customer's deposit shall be applied to reduce or liquidate the account,
Service may be restored upon payment of the account, in full, plus the late payment charge set forth

below, the reronnection rharge set forth above and a depnsit as set, forth below.
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10. The Company shall not furnish its service to any applicant who at the time of such application is indebted
to any member of his household is indebted under an undisputed bill for service, previously furnished such
applicant or furnished any other member of the applicant's household or business.

11. The Company may terminate a Customer's service should the Customer be in arrears on an account for
service at another premise. For the reason that the Customer's use of the utility service conflicts with, or
violates orders, ordinances or laws of the State or any subdivision thereof, or of the Commission.

12. For failure of the Customer to comply with reasonable restrictions on the use of service. The Company

may discontinue service without notice for reasons (1), (2), and (3) above. For the remainder of the
reasons, the Customer shall be allowed a reasonable time in which to correct any discrepancy.

13. Failure of the Company to terminate or suspend service at any time after the occurrence of grounds
therefore or to resort to any other legal remedy or to exercise any one or more of such alternative
remedies, shall not waive or in any manner affect the Company's right to later resort to any or more of

such rights or remedies on account of any such ground then existing or which may subsequently occur.

K. Reconnection Charge Where the Company has discontinued service for reasons listed in Section III-J,
the Customer is subject to a reconnection charge of $25.00 in addition to any other charges due and
payable to the Company. In cases where both electric and gas service are reconnected at the same time
on the same premises for the same Customer, only one charge will be made.

Where the Customer interrupts or terminates service and subsequently requests reconnection of service at
the same premises the reconnection charge will apply.

IV. BILLING AND PAYMENT TERMS

A. General

The rates specified in the various service classifications are stated on a monthly basis. Unless extenuating
circumstances prevent, the Company will read meters at regular monthly intervals and render bills
accordingly. If for any reason a meter is not read, the Company may prepare an estimated bill based on
the Customer's average use billed for the preceding 60 days or from other information as may be
available. All such bills are to be paid in accordance with the standard payment terms, and are subject to

adjustment on the basis of actual use of service as computed from the next reading taken by the
Company's representative or for any circumstances known to have affected the quantity of service used.

These regulatory basis financial statements include the accounts of South Carolina Electric & Gas

Company (the Company) and South Carolina Fuel Company, Inc. (Fuel Company) only. They exclude the

accounts of South Carolina Generating Company, Inc. which, under the provisions of FIN 46R, would be

consolidated with the Company in order for the financials to be in conformity with generally accepted

accounting principles.

The following notes should be read in conjunction with the Notes to Consolidated Financial

Statements appearing in the Company's Quarterly Report on Form 10-Q for the period ended March 31,
2007 and the Notes to the Consolidated Financial Statements appearing in the Company's Annual Report

on Form 10-K for the year ended December 31, 2006. In the opinion of management, the information

furnished herein reflects all adjustments, all of a normal recurring nature, which are necessary for a fair

statement of the results for the interim periods reported on a regulatory basis.

1. SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES

A. Variable Interest Entity

Financial Accounting Standards Board Interpretation (FIN) 46 (Revised 2003), "Consolidation of
Variable Interest Entities, "

requires an enterprise's consolidated financial statements to include entities in

which the enterprise has a controlling financial interest. SCE&G has determined that it has a controlling

financial interest in South Carolina Fuel Company, Inc. (Fuel Company), and accordingly, the

accompanying condensed consolidated financial statements include the accounts of SCE&G and Fuel

Company. The equity interests in Fuel Company are held solely by SCANA Corporation (SCANA), the

Company's parent. Accordingly, Fuel Company's equity and results of operations are reflected as minority

interest in the Company's condensed consolidated financial statements.

Fuel Company acquires, owns and provides financing for SCE&G's nuclear fuel, fossil fuel and

emission allowances. The effects of these transactions are eliminated in consolidation.

B. Basis of Accounting

The Company accounts for its regulated utility operations, assets and liabilities in accordance with

the provisions of Statement of Financial Accounting Standards (SFAS) 71, "Accounting for the Effects of
Certain Types ofRegulation, "SFAS 71 requires cost-based rate-regulated utilities to recognize in their

financial statements certain revenues and expenses in different time periods than do enterprises that are not

rate-regulated. As a result, the Company has recorded the regulatory assets and regulatory liabilities

summarized as follows.

These regulatory basis financial statements include the accounts of South Carolina Electric & Gas
Company (the Company) and South Carolina Fuel Company, Inc. (Fuel Company) only. They exclude the
accounts of South Carolina Generating Company, Inc. which, under the provisions of FIN 46R, would be

consolidated with the Company in order for the financials to be in conformity with generally accepted

accounting principles.

The following notes should be read in conjunction with the Notes to Consolidated Financial

Statements appearing in the Company's Quarterly Report on Form 10-Q for the period ended March 31,
2007 and the Notes to the Consolidated Financial Statements appearing in the Company's Annual Report

on Form 10-K for the year ended December 31, 2006. In the opinion of management, the information

furnished herein reflects all adjustments, all of a normal recurring nature, which are necessary for a fair
statement of the results for the interim periods reported on a regulatory basis.

1. SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES

A. Variable Interest Entity

Financial Accounting Standards Board Interpretation (FIN) 46 (Revised 2003), "Consolidation of
Variable Interest Entities," requires an enterprise's consolidated financial statements to include entities in

which the enterprise has a controlling financial interest. SCE&G has determined that it has a controlling
financial interest in South Carolina Fuel Company, Inc. (Fuel Company), and accordingly, the

accompanying condensed consolidated financial statements include the accounts of SCE&G and Fuel

Company. The equity interests in Fuel Company are held solely by SCANA Corporation (SCANA), the
Company's parent. Accordingly, Fuel Company's equity and results of operations are reflected as minority

interest in the Company's condensed consolidated financial statements.

Fuel Company acquires, owns and provides financing for SCE&G's nuclear fuel, fossil fuel and
emission allowances. The effects of these transactions are eliminated in consolidation.

B. Basis of Accounting

The Company accounts for its regulated utility operations, assets and liabilities in accordance with
the provisions of Statement of Financial Accounting Standards (SFAS) 71, "Accountingfor the Effects of

Certain Types of Regulation " SFAS 71 requires cost-based rate-regulated utilities to recognize ill their
financial statements certain revenues and expenses in different time periods than do enterprises that are not

rate-regulated. As a result, the Company has recorded the regulatory assets and regulatory liabilities
summarized as follows.

Accumulated deferred income tax liabilities arising from utility operations that have not been

included in customer rates are recorded as a regulatory asset. Accumulated deferred income tax assets

arising from deferred investment tax credits are recorded as a regulatory liability.

Under- and over-collections-electric fuel and gas cost adjustment clauses, net, represent amounts

under- or over-collected from customers pursuant to the fuel adjustment clause (electric customers) or gas

cost adjustment clause (gas customers) as approved by the Public Service Commission of South Carolina

(SCPSC) during annual hearings. Included in these amounts are regulatory assets or liabilities arising from

realized and unrealized gains and losses incurred in the natural gas hedging program of the Company's

regulated operations.

Deferred purchased power costs represent costs that were necessitated by outages at two of
SCE&G's base load generating plants in winter 2000-2001. The SCPSC approved recovery of these costs

in base rates over a three-year period beginning January 2005.

Environmental remediation costs represent costs associated with the assessment and clean-up of
manufactured gas plant (MGP) sites currently or formerly owned by SCE&G. Costs incurred by SCE&G at

such sites are being recovered through rates.

Asset retirement obligations (ARO) and related funding represents the regulatory asset associated

with the legal obligation to decommission and dismantle V. C. Summer Nuclear Station (Summer Station)

and conditional AROs recorded as required by SFAS 143, "Accounting for Asset Retirement Obligations,
"

and FIN 47, "Accounting for Conditional Asset Retirement Obligations. "

Franchise agreements represent costs associated with electric and gas franchise agreements with

the cities of Charleston and Columbia, South Carolina. Based on an SCPSC order, SCE&G began

amortizing these amounts through cost of service rates in February 2003 over approximately 20 years.

Deferred regional transmission organization costs represent costs incurred by SCE&G in the

United States Federal Energy Regulatory Commission (FERC)-mandated formation of GridSouth. The

project was suspended in 2002, Effective January 2005, the SCPSC approved the amortization of these

amounts through cost of service rates over approximately five years.

Deferred employee benefit plan costs represent pension and other postretirement benefit costs

which were accrued as liabilities under provision of SFAS 158, "Employers' Accounting for Defined

Benefit Pension and Other Postretirement Plans, "
but which are expected to be recovered through utility

rates.

Other asset removal costs represent net collections through depreciation rates of estimated costs to
be incurred for the future removal of assets.

The storin damage reserve represents an SCPSC-approved collection through electric rates capped
at $50 million, which can be applied to offset incremental storm damage costs in excess of $2.5 million in a

calendar year. For the three months ended March 31, 2007, no amounts were drawn from this reserve.

Accumulated deferred income tax liabilities arising from utility operations that have not been
included in customer rates are recorded as a regulatory asset. Accumulated deferred income tax assets

arising from deferred investment tax credits are recorded as a regulatory liability.

Under- and over-collections-electric fuel and gas cost adjustment clauses, net, represent amounts

under- or over-collected from customers pursuant to the fuel adjustment clause (electric customers) or gas

cost adjustment clause (gas customers) as approved by the Public Service Commission of South Carolina
(SCPSC) during annual hearings. Included in these amounts are regulatory assets or liabilities arising from

realized and unrealized gains and losses incurred in the natural gas hedging program of the Company's

regulated operations.

Asset retirement obligations (ARO) and related funding represents the regulatory asset associated
with the legal obligation to decommission and dismantle V. C. Summer Nuclear Station (Summer Station)

and conditional AROs recorded as required by SFAS 143, "Accounting for Asset Retirement Obligations, "

and FIN 47, "Accounting for Conditional Asset Retirement Obligations. "

Franchise agreements represent costs associated with electric and gas franchise agreements with
the cities of Charleston and Columbia, South Carolina. Based on an SCPSC order, SCE&G began

amortizing these amounts through cost of service rates in February 2003 over approximately 20 years.

Deferred regional transmission organization costs represent costs incurred by SCE&G in the
United States Federal Energy Regulatory Commission (FERC)-mandated formation of GridSouth. The

project was suspended in 2002. Effective January 2005, the SCPSC approved the amortization of these
amounts through cost of service rates over approximately five years.

Deferred employee benefit plan costs represent pension and other postretirement benefit costs
which were accrued as liabilities under provision of SFAS 158, "Employers'Accounting for Defined
Benefit Pension and Other Postretirement Plans," but which are expected to be recovered through utility
rates.

Other asset removal costs represent net collections through depreciation rates of estimated costs to
be incurred for the future removal of assets.

The storm damage reserve represents an SCPSC-approved collection through electric rates capped

at $50 million, which can be applied to offset incremental storm damage costs in excess of $2_5 million in a

calendar year. For the three months ended March 31, 2007, no amounts were drawn from this reserve.
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Planned major maintenance related to certain fossil and hydro-turbine equipment and nuclear

refueling outages is accrued in advance of the time the costs are incurred, as approved through specific
SCPSC orders. SCE&G is allowed to collect $8.5 million annually over an eight-year period, beginning in

January 2005, through electric rates to offset turbine maintenance expenditures. Nuclear refueling charges

are accrued during each 18-month refueling outage cycle as a component of cost of service and do not

receive special rate consideration.

The SCPSC has reviewed and approved through specific orders most of the items shown as

regulatory assets. Other regulatory assets represent costs which have not been approved for recovery by the

SCPSC. In recording these costs as regulatory assets, management believes the costs will be allowable

under existing rate-making concepts that are embodied in rate orders received by SCE&G. However,

ultimate recovery is subject to SCPSC approval. In the future, as a result of deregulation or other changes

in the regulatory environment, the Company may no longer meet the criteria for continued application of
SFAS 71 and could be required to write off its regulatory assets and liabilities. Such an event could have a

material adverse effect on the Company's results of operations, liquidity or financial position in the period

the write-off would be recorded.

C. Affiliated Transactions

With respect to affiliated transactions at March 31, 2007, reference is made to Note IN to the

consolidated financial statements in the Coinpany's Annual Report on Form 10-K for the year ended

December 31, 2006 and Note IC to the condensed consolidated financial statements in the Company's

Quarterly Report on Form 10-Q for the period ended March 31, 2007. No changes have occurred with

respect to these matters as reported therein. In addition to these transactions SCE&G purchases all of the

electric generation of Williams Station, which is owned by South Carolina Generating Company

(GENCO), under a unit power sales agreement. SCE&G had approximately $15.0 million payable to
GENCO for unit power purchases at March 31, 2007. Such unit power purchases, which are included in

"Purchased power, " amounted to approximately $144.5 million for the twelve months ended March 31,
2007.

2. RATE AND OTHER REGULATORY MATTERS

With respect to rate and other regulatory matters at March 31, 2007, reference is made to Note 2 to
the consolidated financial statements in the Company's Annual Report on Form 10-K for the year ended

December 31, 2006 and Note 2 to the condensed consolidated financial statements in the Company's

Quarterly Report on Form 10-Q for the period ended March 31, 2007. No changes have occurred with

respect to these matters as reported therein.

3. COMMITMENTS AND CONTINGENCIES

Reference is made to Note 10 to the consolidated financial statements appearing in SCE&G's
Annual Report on Form 10-K for the year ended December 31, 2006. Commitments and contingencies at

March 31, 2007 include the following:

A. Nuclear Insurance

The Price-Anderson Indemnification Act deals with public liability for a nuclear incident and

establishes the liability limit for third-party claims associated with any nuclear incident at $10.5 billion.
Each reactor licensee is currently liable for up to $100.6 million per reactor owned for each nuclear

incident occurring at any reactor in the United States, provided that not more than $15 million of the

liability per reactor would be assessed per year. SCE&G's maximum assessment, based on its two-thirds

ownership of Summer Station, would be $67. 1 million per incident, but not more than $10 million per year.

SCE&G currently maintains policies (for itself and on behalf of Santee Cooper, the one-third

owner of Summer Station) with Nuclear Electric Insurance Limited. The policies, covering the nuclear

facility for property damage, excess property damage and outage costs, permit retrospective assessments
under certain conditions to cover insurer's losses. Based on the current annual premium, SCE&G's portion
of the retrospective premium assessment would not exceed $14.1 million.
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Planned major maintenance related to certain fossil and hydro-turbine equipment and nuclear

refueling outages is accrued in advance of the time the costs are incurred, as approved through specific
SCPSC orders. SCE&G is allowed to collect $8.5 million annually over an eight-year period, beginning in

January 2005, through electric rates to offset turbine maintenance expenditures. Nuclear refueling charges

are accrued during each 18-month refueling outage cycle as a component of cost of service and do not
receive special rate consideration.

The SCPSC has reviewed and approved through specific orders most of the items shown as

regulatory assets. Other regulatory assets represent costs which have not been approved for recovery by the
SCPSC. In recording these costs as regulatory assets, management believes the costs will be allowable

under existing rate-making concepts that are embodied in rate orders received by SCE&G. However,
ultimate recovery is subject to SCPSC approval.

(GENCO), under a unit power sales agreement. SCE&G had approximately $15.0 million payable to

GENCO for unit power purchases at March 31, 2007. Such unit power purchases, which are included in
"Purchased power," amounted to approximately $144.5 million for the twelve months ended March 31,
2007.

With respect to rate and other regulatory matters at March 31, 2007, reference is made to Note 2 to
the consolidated financial statements in the Company's Annual Report on Form 10.-K for the year ended

Reference is made to Note 10 to the consolidated financial statements appearing in SCE&G's

Annual Report on Form 10-K for the year ended December 31, 2006. Commitments and contingencies at
March 31, 2007 include the following:

A. Nuclear Insurance

The Price-Anderson Indemnification Act deals with public liability for a nuclear incident and

establishes the liability limit for third-party claims associated with any nuclear incident at $10.5 billion.
Each reactor licensee is currently liable for up to $100.6 million per reactor owned for each nuclear

incident occurring at any reactor in the United States, provided that not more than $15 million of the

liability per reactor would be assessed per year. SCE&G's maximum assessment, based on its two-thirds
ownership of Summer Station, would be $67.1 million per incident, but not more than $10 million per year.

SCE&G currently maintains policies (for itself and on behalf of Santee Cooper, the one-third
owner of Summer Station) with Nuclear Electric Insurance Limited. The policies, covering the nuclear

facility for property damage, excess property damage and outage costs, permit retrospective assessments
under certain conditions to cover insurer's losses. Based on the current annual premium, SCE&G's portion

of the retrospective premium assessment would not exceed $14.1 million.
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To the extent that insurable claims for property damage, decontamination, repair and replacement

and other costs and expenses arising from a nuclear incident at Summer Station exceed the policy limits of
insurance, or to the extent such insurance becomes unavailable in the future, and to the extent that

SCE&G's rates would not recover the cost of any purchased replacement power, SCE&G will retain the

risk of loss as a self-insurer. SCE&G has no reason to anticipate a serious nuclear incident at Summer

Station. However, if such an incident were to occur, it would have a material adverse impact on SCE&G's
results of operations, cash flows and financial position.

B. Environmental

In March 2005, the United States Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) issued a final rule

known as the Clean Air Interstate Rule (CAIR). CAIR requires the District of Columbia and 28 states,

including South Carolina, to reduce nitrogen oxide and sulfur dioxide emissions in order to attain mandated

state levels. SCE&6 has petitioned the United States Court of Appeals for the District of Columbia Circuit

to review CAIR. Several other electric utilities have filed separate petitions. The petitioners seek a change

in the method CAIR uses to allocate sulfur dioxide emission allowances to a method the petitioners believe

is more equitable. The Company believes that installation of additional air quality controls will be needed

to meet the CAIR requirements, although compliance plans and cost to comply with the rule have not been

determined. Such costs will be material and are expected to be recoverable through rates.

In March 2005, the EPA issued a final rule establishing a mercury emissions cap and trade

program for coal-fired power plants that requires limits to be met in two phases, in 2010 and 2018.
Although the Company expects to be able to meet the Phase I limits through those measures it already

will be taking to meet its CAIR obligations, it is uncertain as to how the Phase II limits will be met.

Assuming Phase II limits remain unchanged, installation of additional air quality controls likely will be

required to comply with the rule's Phase II mercury emission caps. Final compliance plans and costs to

comply with the rule are still under review. Such costs will be material and are expected to be recoverable

through rates.

SCE&G has been named, along with 53 others, by the EPA as a potentially responsible party

(PRP) at the Alternate Energy Resources, Inc. (AER) Superfund site located in Augusta, Georgia. The

EPA placed the site on the National Priorities List on April 19, 2006. AER conducted hazardous waste

storage and treatment operations from 1975 to 2000, when the site was abandoned. While operational,

AER processed fuels from waste oils, treated industrial coolants and oil/water emulsions, recycled solvents

and blended hazardous waste fuels. During that time, SCE&G occasionally used AER for the processing of
waste solvents, oily rags and oily wastewater. The EPA and the State of Georgia have documented that a
release or releases have occurred at the site leading to contamination of groundwater, surface water and

soils. The EPA and the State of Georgia have conducted a preliminary assessment and site inspection. The

site has not been remediated nor has a clean-up cost been estimated. Although a basis for the allocation of
clean-up costs among the PRPs is unclear, SCE&G does not believe that its involvement at this site would

result in an allocation of costs that would have a material adverse impact on its results of operations, cash

flows or financial condition. Any cost allocated to SCE&G arising from the remediation of this site, net of
insurance recoveries, if any, is expected to be recoverable through rates.

SCE&G has been named, along with 29 others, by the EPA as a PRP at the Carolina Transformer

Superfund site located in Fayetteville, North Carolina. The Carolina Transformer Company (CTC)
conducted an electrical transformer rebuilding and repair operation at the site from approximately 1959 to
1986. During that time, SCE&G occasionally used CTC for the repair of existing transformers, purchase of
new transformers and sale of used transformers. In 1984, the EPA initiated a remediation of PCB-
contaminated soil and groundwater at the site. The EPA reports that it has spent $36 million to date.

SCE&G does not believe that its involvement at this site would result in an allocation of costs that would

have a material adverse impact on its results of operations, cash flows or financial condition. Any cost
allocated to SCE&G arising from the remediation of this site, net of insurance recoveries, if any, is

expected to be recoverable through rates.

SCE&G maintains an environmental assessment program to identify and evaluate current and

former sites that could require environmental clean-up. As site assessments are initiated, estimates are

made of the amount of expenditures, if any, deemed necessary to investigate and remediate each site. These
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To the extent that insurable claims for property damage, decontamination, repair and replacement

and other costs and expenses arising from a nuclear incident at Summer Station exceed the policy limits of

insurance, or to the extent such insurance becomes unavailable in the future, and to the extent that
SCE&G's rates would not recover the cost of any purchased replacement power, SCE&G will retain the
risk of loss as a self-insurer. SCE&G has no reason to anticipate a serious nuclear incident at Summer

Station. However, if such an incident were to occur, it would have a material adverse impact on SCE&G's

results of operations, cash flows and financial position.
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In March 2005, the United States Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) issued a final rule

known as the Clean Air Interstate Rule (CAIR)o CAIR requires the District of Columbia and 28 states,

including South Carolina, to reduce nitrogen oxide and sulfur dioxide emissions in order to attain mandated
state levels.

flows or financial condition. Any cost allocated to SCE&G arising from the remediation of this site, net of
insurance recoveries, if any, is expected to be recoverable through rates.

SCE&G has been named, along with 29 others, by the EPA as a PRP at the Carolina Transformer

Superfund site located in Fayetteville, North Carolina_ The Carolina Transformer Company (CTC)
conducted an electrical transformer rebuilding and repair operation at the site from approximately 1959 to

1986. During that time, SCE&G occasionally used CTC for the repair of existing transformers, purchase of
new transformers and sale of used transformers. In 1984, the EPA initiated a remediation of PCB-

contaminated soil and groundwater at the site. The EPA reports that it has spent $36 million to date.
SCE&G does not believe that its involvement at this site would result in an allocation of costs that would

have a material adverse impact on its results of operations, cash flows or financial condition. Any cost

allocated to SCE&G arising from the remediation of this site, net of insurance recoveries, if any, is

expected to be recoverable through rates.

SCE&G maintains an environmental assessment program to identify and evaluate current and

former sites that could require environmental clean-up. As site assessments are initiated, estimates are
made of the amount of expenditures, if any, deemed necessary to investigate and remediate each site° These
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estimates are refined as additional information becomes available; therefore, actual expenditures could
differ significantly from the original estimates. Amounts estimated and accrued to date for site assessments

and clean-up relate solely to regulated operations. SCE&G defers site assessment and clean-up costs and

recovers them through rates (see Note 1). Deferred amounts, net of amounts previously recovered through

rates and insurance settlements, totaled $17.5 million at March 31, 2007. The deferral includes the

estimated costs associated with the following matters.

SCE&G owns a decommissioned MGP site in the Calhoun Park area of Charleston, South
Carolina. SCE&G anticipates that remediation for contamination at the site will be completed in late 2007,
with certain monitoring and retreatment activities continuing through 2012. As of March 31, 2007, SCE&G
had spent $22.3 million to remediate the site and expects to spend an additional $1.1 million prior to
entering a monitoring and reporting stage. In addition, the National Park Service of the Department of the

Interior made an initial demand to SCE&G for payment of $9.1 million for certain costs and damages
relating to this site. SCE&G expects to recover any cost arising from the remediation of this site through

rates.

SCE&G owns three other decommissioned MGP sites in South Carolina which contain residues of
by-product chemicals. One of the sites has been remediated and will undergo routine monitoring until

released by the South Carolina Department of Health and Environmental Control (DHEC). The other sites
are currently being investigated under work plans approved by DHEC. SCE&G anticipates that major
remediation activities for the three sites will be completed by 2011.As of March 31, 2007, SCE&G has

spent $4.8 million related to these three sites, and expects to spend an additional $11,2 million. SCE&G
expects to recover any cost arising from the remediation of these sites through rates.

against SCE&G only. The plaintiffs are seeking damages for the alleged improper use of electric
transmission and distribution easements but have not asserted a dollar amount for their claims.

adopt any regulation that the SCPSC deeins just and proper to regulate the franchise fee collection process.
A hearing on this petition has not been scheduled. The Company believes that the resolution of these
matters will not have a material adverse impact on its results of operations, cash flows or financial
condition.

The Company is also engaged in various other claims and litigation incidental to its business
operations which management anticipates will be resolved without a material adverse impact on the
Company's results of operations, cash flows or financial condition.
